Because we believe this 
task is essential, we are happy to 
announce our sixty-fifth Confer- 
ence season and to invite new 
‘friends and old alike to join.us for 
a period of fellowship, rest, and 
preparation for the busy days 
ahead. 

The last two seasons of the Con- 
ference have been held at the 
Chateau, with curtailed programs 
and the guest accommodated either 
at the Hotel, Chateau, or in town 
accommidations. This year the 
campus and all its facilities will 
be available and a complete pro- 
gram will be offered.

In 1941, United China Relief 
sent $1,628,511; in 1942, $5,096,- 
360; in 1948, when U. C. R. be- 
came an agency of the National 
War Fund, $8,612,155; and dur 
ing the first five mcnths of 1944, 
$3,334,691. 

These funds are spent in China 
by participating agencies for a 
variety of projects including medi- 
cal aid, orphan care, child welfare 
hospitals, education, refugee re- 
lief, industrial cooperatives, trans- 
portatino of drugs and medical 
supplies, and training of medical 
workers. 

Allocations from the National 
War Fund cf which George Mc- 
Ewan is local chairman will pro- 
vide nine million dollars for Unit- 
ed China Relief’s 1944 program.
